Shipbuilder Tells House| - 


Committee His Com- 
pany Lost Money Each 
Year for a Total of 


$18,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24 (AP)— 
Henry J. Kaiser, West Coast ship- 
builder, told the House Merchant 
Marine Committee today that Kai- 
ger Co., Inc., paid no income 
taxes. The Maritime Commission 
presented figures at yesterday's 
hearing, estimating that the com- 
pany, whose operations covered 
ateel as well as ship production, 
made $43,647,026 profit on a capi- 
tal investment of $100,000. 

Although an income tax of 
$1,064,000 was levied for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1942, Kaiser 
gaid the company had every rea- 
gon to expect that it would be re- 
funded by the ‘Treasury and, 
therefore, it is not counting it as 
a tax payment. 

The firm escaped taxes, Kaiser 
gaid, because it lost money every 
year with the net total amounting 
to $18,000,000. He attributed the 
losses to operating of the Fontana 
(Calif.) steel plant and said they 
were used in renegotiation to set 


off profits in shipbuilding. 


Committeemen in Clash. 

Earlier the testimony of Kaiser 
and his son Edgar had been in- 
terrupted by a suggestion by Rep- 
resentative Weichel (Rep.), Ohio, 
that the committee is seeking to 
shield the wartime financial oper- 
ations of the Maritime Commis- 
zion. This was denied by Chair- 
man Bland (Dem.), Virginia. 
Bland declared: 

“There is no desire to shield 
anybody, but to bring out the 
facts fully. There is no intention 
to exonerate or excuse anyone or 
to crucify anyone.” 

Bland said maritime officials 
and records would be examined 
fully later in the hearing, called 
to inquire into wartime profits of 
19 companies that constructed 
ship; in Government-owned ship- 
yards. 

Weichel, a committee-member, 
complained that the committee 
was “getting the cart before the 
horse” by not questioning mari- 
time officials first. 

“The facts that belong up here 
are not here,” he said. “We can 
take care of the fellows who got 
too much profits later. Who gave 
away this money? 

“This is not a proposition to 
ghield the Maritime Commission.” 
Slows Up Hearing. 

The exchange between Bland 
and Weichel slowed up question- 
ing of the Kaisers who, the com- 
mittee was told yesterday, ran an 
investment of less than a million 
dollars in shipbuilding operations 
into millions in profits. However, 
committee Counsel Marvin Coles 
pointed out the preliminary invest- 
ment and profit figures supplied 
by the Maritime Commission do 
not fully reflect taxes and refunds 
through renegotiation. Both of 
these items, he indicated, how- 
ever, would be relatively small. 

Kaiser said he was not certain 
whether the investment in six 


‘shipyards he operated was less 


that $1,000,000 but promised to 
supply detailed figures later on 
that and related subjects. 

Edgar Kaiser, an executive in 
his father’s industrial organiza- 
tion, agreed with Coles. that 
profits on each of five troop car-

U.S, Deputy Says He Was 
Blocked in Tracing East 
Side Gambling, Black 


Market Incomes. 


Walter E. Dayton, deputy col- 
lector of internal revenue, who 
wes a key man in investigations of 
large incomes of East Side gamb- 
lers and politicians, told the Post- 


Dispatch today he resigned be- 
cause political pressure from the 
East Side, St. Louis and Washing- 
ton had resulted in his being told 
to “go easy on the higher-ups.” 

This order came from his head- 
quarters in Springfield, Ill, he 
said, where a letter had been re- 
ceived protesting that Dayton had 
been discovered drunk whi.e work- 
ing in the Beardstown-Havana 
area of Illinois on incomes of slot 
machine operators, politicians, 
gambling house operators and 
tavern keepers, who permitted 
gambling devices in their estab- 
lishments, 

As a result of that letter, which 
Dayton said was written by poli- 
ticians and gangsters, but which 
he was not permitted to see, he 
was asked by H. D. Luckenbill, 
assistant to Collector V. Y. Dall- 
man, to resign from the squad, 
which operated throughout the 
state. He emphasized that he was 
not. asked to resign from Govern- 
ment service, but merely from the 
“flying squad” of investigators, 
which in 1945 collected $2,959,010 
in delinquent income taxes from 
East Side black marketers, gam- 
blers and politicians. 

“This Political Pressure.” 

“I had recognized this political 
pressure from all sides before the 
letter was received in Springfield,” 
Dayton told the Post-Dispatch. 
“It worked in various ways and 
on an unusual cross-section of 
people.” : . 

He explained that frequently his 
inquiries led him to the St. Louis 
office of the Collector of Internal 
Revenue. Here, hé said, he would 
find that income tax statements of 
persons under investigation would 
be “mysteriously” out of the 
office “just at the time I needed 
them.” Agents here, he added, 
“stalled me diplomatically.”

Group Gathered in For- 
est About Injured, 
Some Collected Fire- 
wood—Sparks Signals 
for Help. 


The first full story of what hap- 
pened when. the Belgian airliner 
crashed Wednesday in the boggy 
terrain of Newfoundland near the 
Gander airport, was told today by 
Miss Ruth Henderson, 47 years 
old, director of the international 
division of the Girl Scouts, as she 
lay on a stretcher in a hospital at 
Gander.

GANDER, Newfoundland, Sept. 
24 (UP)—Some time Miss Ruth 
Henderson is coming back to 
Newfoundland to go hunting with 
Jim John, the woodsman who car- 
ried her out of the bog where the 
Belgian airliner in which she was 
riding crashed last Wednesday. 

She doesn’t know the rest of 
his name but she is grateful to 
him and the rescuers who took 
her and the other’ survivors 
out of the woods. Jim John car- 
ried her to a helicopter which 
ferried her to a float plane on a 
nearby lake, which in turn carried 
her to the Gander hospital. 

Being in the helicopter felt like 
“lying in an egg crate or mixmas- 
ter,” she said, but she was thank- 
ful that her reaction at being in a 
plane again was not one of fear. 

Telling about the crash, Miss 
Henderson said that she was sit- 
ting over one of the airliner’s 
wings, opposite the Chinese stu- 
dent, John King, who also sur- 
vived. 

Leaves Wrecked Plane. 

“I realized something was wrong 
when I was just conscious of some- 
thing falling on me,” she said. 
“Jcehn King, who was sitting 
across from me, called, ‘Get out 
of here quick.’ 

“I reached for my safety belt 
and got out. When I stood out- 
side, the stewardess said to go

Meanwhile, the peace confer- 
ence military commission voted to 
defortify the southeastern border 
of Slavic’ Europe, adopting a 
Greek amendment to the Bul- 
garian treaty which would deprive 
Bulgaria of frontier fortifications. 

The vote was 11 to seven, with 
three abstentions. 

The proposition is to demilitar- 
ize Bulgaria’s 180-mile frontier 
with Greece “to the same extent” 
as Italy’s frontier with Yugoslavia.

Later others who were able to 
walk found her, and they gathered 
in a tiny group around the more 
seriously injured. 

“Later some of us were able to 
assemble some clothes from bags 
in the wreck,” Miss Henderson 
said. “They were damaged, but 
helped us tremendously.” 

It was daylight, Miss Henderson

Stalin Text: Atomic Monopoly Is 
Threat but Bomb Will Be Barred

QUESTION. Do you believe 
in a real danger of a “new 
war” about which at the pres- 
ent time so much irresponsible 
talk is being carried on? What 
steps should be taken for pre- 
venting war if such danger ex- 
ists? 

ANSWER. I do not believe 
in a real danger of a “new 
war.” The noise is being 
raised ‘about a “new war” 
mainly by military-political 
scouts and their few support- 
ers from the ranks of civilian 
officials. 

They need this noise if only 
in order (a) to frighten with. 
the specter of war some naive 
politicians from the ranks of 
their counter-agents and there- 
by aid their governments to 
extract more concessions; (b) 
to make difficult for some time 
the reduction of military bud- 
gets in their countries; (c) to 
check demobilization of troops 
and thereby prevent quick 
growth of unemployment in 
their countries. 

It is necessary to distin- 
guish sharply between the 
noise about a “new war” which 
is being carried on now and 
the real danger of a “new 
war,” which does not at pres- 
ent exist. 

Q. Do you think that Great 
Britain and the United States 
consciously are forming a “capi- 
talist encirclement” of the So- 
viet Union? 

A. I do not think the ruling 
circles of Great Britain and the 
United States of America could 
create a “capitalist encircle- 
ment” of the Soviet Union even 
if they wanted to do this, which, 
however, we cannot affirm.

Delegate in Security 
Council Says Two Gov- 


ernments Will Decide 
Matter Between Them- 
selves. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Sept. 24 
(AP)—China flatly told Soviet 
Russia in the United Nations Se- 
curity Council today that the 
Chinese and American govern- 
ments would decide “when or 
whether” to -withdraw American 
soldiers from China, 

Dr. C. L. Hsia, Chinese delegate, 
stated his flat opposition to the 
Russian attempt to have the coun- 
cil gather information on the dis- 
position of Allied troops in alien 
non-enemy lands. — 

He denied any allegation that 
the presence of American troops 
there “constitutes a_ situation 
which might lead to international 
friction or give rise to a dispute.” 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Sept. 24 
(UP)—Angry American and Brit- 
ish delegates to the United Na- 
tions Security Council had to 
choose today between replying in 
detail or disregarding Soviet Rus- 
sia’s formal] statement that Amer- 
ican and British armed forces 
pose possible threats to the peace 
in Many corners of the world. 

Soviet delegate Andrei A. Gro- 
myko made the charge yesterday 
fin an effort to get the council to 
consider his proposal for a U.N. 
- inventory of Allied military forces. 
Gromyko’s proposal would require 
every U.N. member to report on 
the size and disposition of the 
troops or bases it maintains in 
foreign countries other than the 
former enemy states. 

Opening the second day of de- 
bate on the Russian proposal, 
Mahmoud Bey Fawsi of Egypt 
said today his government pre- 
ferred to speak for itself on the 
question of British troops. in 
Egypt. He declared Egypt was not 
ready to bring the case before the 
council while negotiations between 
Britain and Egypt on the question 
are in progress. 

“If these negotiations fail, 
Egypt will not hesitate to bring 
the case before the Security 
Council,” he said. He declared that 
Egypt felt the “door should be 
left open” for inclusion of the 
question at some future date. 

In yesterday's discussion, Sir

_ Gromyko said the array of 
American and British troops and 
bases overseas and the uses to 
which they were being put 
merited “serious attention” from 
the council. He refrained from 
saying directly that they consti- 
tuted “threats to peace and secur- 
ity.” But he invoked articles of 
the charter that empower the 
council to study situations “which 
might lead to international fric- 
tion” to determine whether their 
“continuance” would menace 
peace, 

He complained particularly 
about the American Marines in 
China, saying the United States 
was using them to support one 
faction of Chinese against an- 
other. 

The western powers seemed 
taken back by the breadth of 
Gromyko’s charges, but, they re- 
sponded angrily with a determina- 
tion to cut short what they con- 
sider a Soviet attempt to stage 
a simultaneous assault on Amer- 
ican and British policy in almost 
every corner of the globe. 

Brazilian Delegate Pedro Leao 
Velloso responded immediately 
with ardent support for the Amer- 
ican and, British delegates, add- 
ing that “not a single American 
soldier stands on Brazilian soil 
today.” 

Netherlands Delegate Eelco N. 
Van Kieffens said there were a 
few British troops left in Indo- 
nesia, but said they were not 
causing any uneasiness.

SOME WAR SURPLUS SALES — 
IMPROPER, WAA MAN SAYS 


Deal Was Put 


Agent Can’t Explain How Authorization for 


in Files Months 


After It Took Place. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24 (AP)— 
Gustav Schwarz, a War Assets Ad- 
ministration official, testified to- 
day that some surplus electronics 
material had been sold without 
authorization in an “improper and 
irregular” manner. 

The House committee investigat- 
ing surplus property transactions 
failed, however, to obtain informa- 
tion clearing up the mystery of 
how an “authorization” for a large 
sale of radio trucks got into WAA 
files months after the transaction 
took place. 


Under questioning by Chairman 
Slaughter (Dem.); Missouri, 
Schwarz said he received informa- 
tion from WAA compliance of- 
ficers indicating that sale of 
trucks by Hallicrafters Corp. of 
Chicago, had occurred without au- 
thorization as to price. 
Slaughter asked: “Who put this 
thing across?” 

“I don’t know,” Schwarz replied. 
“You knew this reprehensible 
thing had occurred,” Slaughter 
said, “Didn’t you make inquiry? 
This sort of thing did aot happen 
every day, did it? Or did it? 
Schwarz answered he took no 
action in this particular sale pend- 
ing a cemplete report from com- 
pliance officials, a report he said 
he never received. 

“It was irregular and improper, 


for an agent to sell without an 
authorized price, wasn’t it?” 
Slaughter asked. 

Schwarz replied that it was im- 
proper. 

He put into the record a copy 
of a telegram he said he sent to 
the Hallicrafters Co. last Nov. 28 
advising that the price of the 
radio trucks should be held in “the 
neighborhood of $7500” each. 

Asked by Slaughter how it hap- 
pened that the trucks were sold 
for $4500 Schwarz said he did not 
know. , 

Slaughter said he intends to 
press other witnesses for an ex- 
planation of how a “mysterious” 
memorandum was inserted in 
WAA records several months after 
the transaction occurred, noting 
that the sale of the trucks at 
$4500 had been “verbally” agreed 
to previously. 

Brig. Gen. J. A. Mollison, deputy 
WAA Administrator, testified yes- 
terday: 

1. The authorization letter 
appeared in WAA files without 
explanation months after the 
sale was made. 

2. It was written on WAA 
stationery although the. sale 
took place before WAA was set 
up to handle the assignment of 
disposing of billions of dollars 
worth of war surpluses. 


QAVAM REJECTS 
AUTONOMY FOR

TEHRAN, Sept. 24 (UP)—

refrain from antagonistic actions 
toward the central government.

‘ters of Bushire and Abadeh as 
part of a campaign to win semi- 
autonomy for Fars province, simi- 
ar to that which Azerbaijan 
achieved earlier this year. 

Bushire and Abadeh are both 
located in Fars province which 
has been the center of the up- 
‘rising. Bushire is an important 
port on the Persian Gulf, 110 
miles southwest of Shiraz, where 
British influence has always been 
Abadeh is 330 miles 
south of Tehran. 
Government quarters have 
charged a connection between the 
tribal revolt and the presence of 
strong military and naval forces 
in the Persian gulf. 

Earlier reports said that the 
tribes had captured the small 
Persian gulf port of Ganeveh and 
had infiltrated three-fourths of 
Bushire, 

They were said to have sent an 
ultimatum demanding that the 
cabinet of Qavam resign. 

The area affected by the rebel- 
lion lies just south of the huge 
Anglo-Iranian oi] concession at the 
head of the Persian gulf. 

(The Tabriz radio said fighting 
also had erupted between govern- 
ment forces and units of the 
“Azerbaijan national army.” Azer- 
baijan, in Northern Iran, was the 
scene of autonomy agitation last 
spring, at a time when the prov- 
ince still was occupied by Soviet 
Army troops.)

KID0 DIARY. TELLS 
HOW ARMY PUT 


Militarists Pushed Gener- 
al for War Minister So 
Hard It Irritated the 


Emperor. 


TOKYO, Sept. 24 (AP)—Japa- 
nese militarists were so eager to 
push Gen. Hideki Tojo into the 
War Ministry that they badly ir- 
ritated Emperor Hirohito in 1940, 
the War Crimes Commission heard 
today. 

The story came from the diary 
of Marquis Koichi Kido, one of 
the defendants and formerly one 
of the Emperor’s closest advisers. 

Kido wrote that Hirohito told 
him he did not like the militar- 
ists approaching him secretly to 
recommend Tojo before Prince 
Konoye, as premier, had com- 
pleted his cabinet or accepted 
Tojo. | 

Tojo went into the cabinet at 
a time when Japan was worried 
seriously that Germany, flushed 
by victories in Holland and 
France, might try to grab The 
Netherlands East Indies and 
French Indochina, despite Foreign 
Minister von Ribbentrop’s assur- 
ances to the contrary. 

Anti-British Activity. 

Within 10 days, Tojo went into 
action against British residents of 
Japan, under the guise of smash- 
ing an alleged British spy service. 
The German ‘ambassador’ to 
Tokyo, Eugen Ott, radioed Berlin 
that Tojo was determined to ag- 
gravate  British-Japanese __rela- 
tions to hasten action against 
British possessions in East Asia 
and to strike a blow at pro-Brit- 
ish court and economic circles. 

The day Tojo became war min- 
ister the German Government was 
informed that Tojo, Konoye, For- 
eign Minister Yosuke Matsuoka 
and Navy Minister Zengo Yoshwia 
drew up a strong policy of col- 
laboration with Germany and 
Italy. 

Germany promised Japan free 
sway in The Netherlands East In- 
dies and French Indochina, in re- 
turn for a pledge to attack the 
Philippines and Hawaii, a mes- 
sage from Ott to Berlin showed. 
The latter offensive, however, was 
to be undertaken only if America 
entered the war against Germany. 

“Pacific Bloc” Planned. 

The message, dated June 1940, 
said Japan’s overseas affairs min- 
ister, Gen, Kuniaki Koiso, also a 
defendant, had welcomed the two- 
Way proposal and even hoped to 
draw China into a contemplated 
“Pacific bloc” against America 
and Britain. 

Ott said War Minister Akira 
Muto, another defendant, ad- 
mitted Japan “had its eye” on 
Indo-China. 

Ott is now at liberty in Tokyo, 
and defense attorney Lawrence J. 
McManus, New York City, asked 
the court to bring him to the wit- 
ness stand for cross-examination. 
Chief Justice Sir William Webb 
said the court would decide later 
whether to summon Ott.

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122 Reported Killed; 208 
Hurt—Battle Described 
as Largest Encounter 
of Factions. | 
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ATHENS, Sept. 24 (AP)—The 
Ministry of Public Order an- 
nounced today that Greek troops 
and gendarmes had fought a 15- 
hour battle with a band of 2000 
leftists at the village of Deskate in 
Thessaly and unofficial reports in- | 
dicated that 120 of the band had 
been killed and more than 200 
wounded. ' 

The ministry said casualties 
among the Government forces in- 
cluded two killed, eight wounded 
and 34 missing. 

The battle, described as the 
largest encounter to date between 
Government troops and leftwing 
irregulars, began at dawn Sept. 
21 when the band attacked Des- 
kate with automatic ‘weapons, 
machine guns and mortars. 

The small garrison, badly out- 
numbered, held off the attackers 
in a battle in which 40 of the 
leftists were killed and 100 
wounded, the Government said. 

Press reports added that the 
garrison had exhausted its am- 
munition at midnight and that 
some survivors had broken 
through . the encircling leftists 
and reached the village of Gra- 
vena, whence a rélief force was 
dispatched to Deskate. 

The relief force was reported to 
have regained control of the vil- 
lage after killing 80 more of the 
leftists and wounding about 120, 

Military officials said the leftist 
attack on Deskate was a well con- 
ceived operation which obviously 
had been planned by an ri- 
enced soldier. All commfnica- 
tions were severed and all roads 
leading to the village blocked be- 
a> the attack, these officials 
said. 

The conflict took place in an 
area where the Greek Third Army 
Corps has been carrying out o 
erations under orders by the Go 
ernment to mop up roving leftist 
bands. ;

Half of Agency’s Esti- 
hated Needs — Funds 
to Expand Vocational 


Guidance Service In- 
cluded in Budget. 


The Veterans’ Service Center to- 
day sent to the Greater St. Louis 
Community Chest a request for 
$68,940, representing half of the 
Center’s 1947 budget. 

Budget figures were prepared by 
the Center's board of directors in 
a meeting yesterday. The Center’s 
total budget, $137,880, represents 
an increase of $49,915 over 1946. 
Budget estimates are based on use 
of the Center so far this year by 
@n average of 12,694 veterans a 
month. 

Half of the funds spent by the 
enter this year have come from 
the Community Chest and half 
from the city. The same arrange- 
ment will be sought for 1947. 

Included in the budget for next 
year are funds for the expansion 
of the Center’s vocational counsel- 
fing service. At present, veterans 
who require aptitude tests and oth- 
er intensive counseling are re- 
ferred to the Red Cross offices at 
3414 Lindell boulevard. Many vet- 
erans referred to the Lindell 
boluevard offices do not actually 
go there for the services they 
need, discouraged ky the “running 
around.” 

Karches for Service. 

Fred M. Karches, a member of 
the Center board, yesterday assert- 
ed that he believed preparations 
should go forward to include a 
complete vocational counseling 
service at the Center. He said 
he believed it would be “one of the 
most useful and tangible services 
this center could perform.” 

John J. Griffin, board chairman, 
added that he believed vocational 
counseling would be more import- 
ant than ever in the months ahead. 
“As more veterans run out of their 
unemployment compensation 
period,” he said, “they will need 
help in finding out what type of 
work is suited to their talents and 
training and how they can best 
fit themselves for the job they

“If we are able to cut ex- 
penses below our budget figures 
and still give full service to the 
veterans we will-do so. However, 
this is the amount we need to op- 
erate next year on the scale we 
believe will be needed.” 

William K. Moors, Center direc- 
tor, told the board that the Center 
is operating at a cost of 42 cents 
a visit by a veteran, compared to 
costs at centers in other cities 
running as high as $4.50 to $5 or 
more. Lower costs in St. Louis, 
he said, are due in part to the 
large number of veterans who 
visit the Center, by the services 
furnished at the Center by co- 
operating agencies and by the fact 
> that the city furnishes space for 
the Center in Kiel Auditorium 
without charging rent.

DETROIT, Sept. 24 (AP)—Twen- 
ty-four men convicted of conspir- 
ing to violate Government price 
regulations in the purcnase and 
sale of $3,000,000 worth of used 
cars, were sentenced today to 
prison terms up to two years and 
fines totaling $100,000. , 


Three other defendants were put 
on probation. United States Dis- 
trict Judge Arthur A. Koscinski 
suspended sentence against two 
more, 


The men were convicted of tak- 
ing part in what OPA described 
last May as “the nation’s largest 
used car black market.” | 

Twenty-two of the defendants 
pleaded guilty. Seven stood trial 
and were convicted. 

Fishel Gets Two Years. 

Ben Fishel, Cairo, Ill., a former 
St. Louisan who was charged by 
the Government as the ringleader 
of the conspiracy, got the heaviest 
sentence, two years imprisonment 
and a fine of $10,000. 

The other men who stood trial 
received the following sentences:

2 MEAT DEALERS GO TO JAIL — 


FOR 90 DAYS ON OPA CHARGE! 


Say They Did Not Realize They Were Plead- 
ing Guilty of Overcharges—Among Few in 
Area to Get Such Sentences, 


Two St. Louis meat dealers who 
had overcharged their customers 
were in jail today to begin serv- 
ing sentences of 90 days each, im- 
posed by United States District 
Judge Rubey M. Hulen after they. 
had pleaded guilty of vio 
OPA ceiling prices. 

Dealers who were among the 
few price ceiling violators to go to 
jail in thig area are Sam Fire- 
stone, operator of a market at 
4369 North Market street, and 
Marvin Goldenberg, one of the 
operators of the LaSalle Packing 
Co., 3201 Park avenue. Firestone 
also was ordered to pay $50 fine 
on each of 14 overcharge counts. 
Goldenberg was fined $100 for 
charging $1.45 for a 59-cent chuck 
roast. 


In City Jail today, both men as- 
serted they did not realize they 
were pleading guilty yesterday. 


Firestone, 51 years old, said he 
bought the store last May and the 
sale on which he was sentenced 
occurred a few weeks later. “I 
just don’t know what happened,” 
he said. “I had my price ceiling 
list posted and I always followed 
it ” 


Goldenburg said the violation 
with which he ‘was charged 
occurred only five weeks after he 
had been set up in business by 
his father after his return from 
the Army. He' said he had spent 
“two and one-half years overseas 
fighting dictatorship and now it 
looks like we have it here.” Both 
men apparently felt the court had 
decided to make examples of 
them. 

George L. Robertson, district 
enforcement attorney. for the St. 
Louis OPA office, declared that 
“this is the best thing that ever 
happened to price control in this 
area, It will be a material help 
in breaking up the black market 
here. We intend to bring other 
violators to book.” 

Butchers Being Laid Off. 

Meanwhile, Eugene Reuter, pres- 
ident of the St. Louis Retail Groc- 
ers Association, declared today 
that two-thirds of the grocery 
stores in St. Louis have laid off 
their butchers because they have 
no meat to sell. St. Louis butcher 
shops generally had nothing for 
sale today except fish, poultry and 
a very little luncheon meat, Reu- 
ter said. 

“It’s terrible,” the grocers asso- 
ciation prestdent declared. “And 
it’s up to the consumers who 
called for price control now to 
demand that it be repealed.” 

Reuter said, however, that he 
has not heard of any butcher 
shops or delicatessens closing in 
the St, Louis area. 

The St. Louis Restaurant As- 
sociation reported that restaurants 
still were. serving some meat— 
mostly luncheon meat—but had 
curtaiied the variety of meat 
served.

Seven More Coal Mines Closed. 

Seven more coal mines in 
Belleville area closed today w 
miners refused to work without 
having meat in their lunch pails. 
A total of nine mines in the Belle- 
ville area have closed, involving 
some 900 men, all members of the 
Progressive Mine Workers of 
America. 

The Seymour mine near Herrin, 
lil, employing 115 miners, also 
closed today after the miners, 
adopting a “no meat no work” 
policy, walked out. 

At Springfield, Ill., meanwhile, 
Hugh White, Illinois president of 
the AFL United Mine Workers of 
America, said that members of 
his union in Hlinois may strike at 
‘any time because of the meat 
shortage. 

The meat shortage, which was 
nation-wide, was despite a near- 
record number of cattle rdaming 
the ranges, it was stated by Unit- 
ed States Department of Agricul- 
ture officials in Washington. They 
said the number of cattle on the 
nation’s farms is close to the 1944 
peak and the number on western 
ranges may well be the largest on 
record. 

Reasons For Hold Back on Cattle, 

Reasons given why cattle are 
not moving to market were given 
by Department of Agriculture 
officials as: (1) Cattlemen are 
hol. ‘nag back in the hope of higher 
OPA prices or anh end of price 
ceilings. (2) With a record corn 
crop in prospect, feeders are buy- 
ing range cattle. (3) Some cat- 
tlemen are waiting until after 
Jan, 1 to sell their animals, so 
profits will be counted on next 
year’s income tax returns. 

The OPA’s industry advisory 
committee on beef met with OPA 
officials in Washington today. Be- 
fore the session started a repre- 
sentative of the beef packers an- 
nounced that the industry com- 
mittee already has approved mak- 
ing a request that price control on 
beef be abandoned. A petition is 
expected to be filed about Oct. 8, 
the earliest date possible under the 
law. Similar petitions from repre- 
sentatives of producers of pork, 
lamb and other meat products are 
anticipated. 

1000 New York Shops to Close. 

In New York, dispatches stated, 
nearly 1000 delicatessen stores 
planned to close tonight because 
of the meat shortage. In Chicago, 
an official of the National Associa- 
tion of Retail Meat Dealers said 
a survey indicated 90 per cent of 
the nation’s butcher shops are 
planning to close half of each

Mrs. Ann KuhImeyer 
Again Accused by Sol- 
dier of Being With Him 
on Night of Murder. 


Mrs. Ann Kuhlmeyer, weeping 
almost continuously, protested her 
innocence of having participated 
with two men in the murder of 
Mrs. Irene E. Elsing, after an 
hour’s questiouing this morning 
b-- East St. Louis police. 

Pvt, William Anderson, who has 
admitted his part in the killing, | 
sat facing her during part of the 
questioning and, at police request, 
asked her: “Tell them the truth, 
Ann, that you were with me the 
nigh. we killed Irene.” | 

She replied: “I was not with you | 
that night. I don’t know anything | 
about it,” to which he responded, 
“You're lying.” 

Later, in the course of the ques- 
tioning, Mrs. Kuhlmeyer said to 
Anderson: “You know that you 
washed my hair that night and 
left my house about 10:30.” 

Then, turning to Detective Lt. 
Charles Carney, in charge of the 
investigation, she said: “He could 
have done it but I] wasn’t with 
him.” 

Anderson told police he washed | 
Mrs. Kuhlmeyer’s hair the night of 
Sept. 2, two days before the kill- | 
ing of Mrs. Elsing, her rival for 
the affections of the soldier. 

When the questioning was com- 
pleted, Mrs. Kuhlmeyer cried: 
“I’m trying to tell the truth! I still 
love Billy.” 

Mrs. Kuhlmeyer, who is sep- 
arated but not divorced from her 
husband, was returned to East St.

INQUIRY BOGS DOWN 
JN MAZE OF DETAILS

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24—In- 
quiry into the wartime profits of 
Henry J. Kaiser in shipbuilding 
and other enterprises that were 
heralded at the time as production 
miracles bogged down today in a 
maze of accounting details. 

Kaiser told the House Mer- 
chant Marine Committee he had 
been unable to obtain overnight 
the mass of data sought by the 
committee when he first appeared 
before it yesterday. His West 
Coast staff was working on the 
answers, he said, but it would 
take at least three weeks to sup- 
ply them. 

In a statement given to report- 
ers but barred from introduction 
in the hearing record, Kaiser 
sought to explain why he could 
not answer specific questions 
about the operations of Kaiser 
Co., Inc., one of his shipbuilding 


se] attempted to plow on. Today 
most of the burden of attempting 
to answer was: assumed by the 
shipbuilder’s son, Edgar F, Kaiser, 
who sat at his right, flanked by 
two Kaiser lawyers. 

The elder Kaiser mopped his 
brow, and slowly turned his head 
from side to side in bewilderment 
as the questions flew thick and 
fast. 

Two Sharp Exchanges. 

There were two sharp ex- 
changes between the Kaisers and 
the committee members. Repre- 
sentative Fred Bradley (Rep.), 
Michigan, at one point addressing 
himself to the father, said: 

“I think you have had a good 
many convenient lapses of mem- 
ory. I read this record and all 
the way through it I find ‘I don’t 
know, I don’t know.’” 

“Representative,” Kaiser an- 
swered, “I have 28 companies. I 
can’t trust my memory on all 
these details. I wouldn’t want to 
tell you somet..ing that wasn’t so, 
and I don’t think you would want 
me to. I have said that I will get 
you the wuecurate information on 
everything you want, and I will 
do that.” 

Later the younger Kaiser 
snapped back at Representative 
Alvin F. Weichel (Rep.), Ohio, 
with: “What you are trying to 
show is that somebody got an in- 
direct cut out of this, and. they 
didn’t.” 

What provoked this was a ques- 
tion about gubcontracts let for 
Government-owned shipyards 
operated by Kaiser firms. Com- 
mittee Counsel Marvin Coles had 
been seeking through his ques- 
tions, apparently, to develop that 
even though the Kaiser firms ob- 
tained no fees for supervision of 
construction of these facilities, 
members of the Kaiser family 
had profited indirectly through 
their stocx interest in subcon- 
tractors. 

The elder Kaiser himself had 

replied pointblank to a similar in- 
quiry when he said: “Neither the 
Kaiser family, nor any of the 
Kaiser companies had any in- 
terest, direct or indirect, in any 
subcontractor’s firm or any sub- 
contractor who built any facilities 
in the shipyards.” 
Moreover, he said, most of these 
contracts were let on competitive 
bids, so that he had no means of 
knowing what profits, if any, were 
realized by the subcontractors. 


Three Lines of Inquiry. 


The committee’s inquiry today 
was directed along three main 
channels, Questions were _ so 
phrased as to imply that the Kai- 
ser interests had very: little in- 
vestment in the shipbuilding facil- 
ities which, according to a Mari- 
time Commission report in evi- 
dence, produced a profit of $192,- 
237,284; that contracts were con- 
verted from one form to another 
to increase Kaiser profits, and 


companies. 
Counsel for the committee, he 


said, had raised points “which it 
is going to take a staff of ac- 
countants, engineers and others to 
answer,” and he could not, over- 
night, supply the answers to “an 
endless number of detailed and 
technical questions.” 
Nothing to Hide, He Says. 

“We want this committee to un- 
derstand,” he added, “that there 
isn’t a single thing we aren't 
happy to disclose that is in our 
books and corporate records. But

LONDON CAUTIOUS 
IN ITS REACTION 


LONDON, Sept. 24 (AP) —A 
highly placed Whitehall source 
said unofficially today that Soviet 
Prime Minister Stalin’s statement 
“there will be no new war” ap- 
parently was made “to tell the 
western world that Soviet Russia 
will answer the United’ States’ 
‘toughness’ toward her with a 
‘toughness’ of her own.” 

Officially, a Foreign Office 
spokesman said the Soviet lead- 
er’s observations were being 
studied “with interest” by all 
concerned and that it was still 
“too early” to indicate the reac- 
tions of the British Government. 

Stalin’s replies to Alexander 
Werth, the Moscow correspond- 
ent of the London Sunday Times, 
were described by the Whitehall 
source as “firm but friendly.” 

This source added, however, 
that there could be “no mistak- 
ing the strength with which Sta- 
lin answered every question bear- 
ing the slightest relation to the 
United States foreign policy or 
United States’ suspicions of 
Russia.” 

Declaring that the Stalin state- 
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ment could be construed as “an 
answer to the views expresséd 
Henry A. Wallace on Sept. 12 in 
the speech that led to his resigna- 
tion,” the informant gave these 
reasons for believing Stalin was 
preparin the world for a 
“toughe Soviet role 
America:

Speeches but Not on 
| Foreign Policy.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24 — The 
White House gave Henry A. Wal- 
lace his walking papers as Secre- 
tary of Commerce, but the Demo- 
cratic party, with tacit adminis- 
tration blessing, is seeking strenu- 
@usly to lure him back into the 
“fold as a campaign speaker. 

And Henry might do it, except 
for one hitch—the party chieftains 
want him to forego any reference 
to foreign policy in his talks, at 
Jeast until] after the November 
elections. It’s a tough condition 


for Wallace to accept, in view of 
his insistence on freedom of 


speech. 

But the unpredictable Wallace 
has shown his capacity in the past 
for turning the other cheek, 
notably when he was nosed out of 
the vice presidential nomination 
at Chicago in 1944 and then pro- 
ceeded to stump the country in 
behalf of President Roosevelt and 
Truman, And for party harmony 
reasons, it is wholly possible that 
he will bow to the urging of top 


sing the confused course of Presi- 
dent Truman in the Wallace af- 
fair. Most of them “knew him 
when.” 

From an old acquaintance, a 
fellow-alumnus of the poker game 
above Brown’s drug store in In- 
dependence, came the explana- 
tion: “Harry was a follower him- 
self so long he doesn’t know how 
to lead the followers.” 

Truman apparently has resolved 
the foreign policy crisis by means 
of Wallace’s resignation and his 
replacement by Averell Harriman 
and everybody in Paris is happy. 
But at home Truman stil] has 
those followers on his hands that 
he inherited from Franklin Roose- 
velt together with the presidency 
and they are violently unhappy. 

And the election is less than six 
weeks away. 

It is a short time in which to 
bind up the party’s wounds and 
it would tax the talents of the 
most astute and experienced poli- 
tician. Truman, as has _ been 
pointec out, has been accustomed 
to having the angles figured for 
him, by the late Tom Pendergast 
in Kansas City and by Roosevelt 
here. 

A major problem is the ques- 
tion of his own projected cam- 
paign speeches. He was to have 
spoken for the Mead-Lehman 
ticket in New York, for example. 
But that ticket is utterly depend- 
ent for victory on the labor-lib- 
eral groups to whom Wallace

Immediate Democratic moves in 
the wake of the Wallace hysteria’ 
have not betrayed any touch of 
genius. — 

Wallace himself is displaying no 
disposition to stir up the animals. 
He had already said he would 
not campaign as he did not want 
to talk about foreign policy until 
the Paris conferences were ended 
when Representative Sparkman of 


Alabama, head of the Democratic)

It 
is now planned to publish in one 
pamphlet his Madison Square 
Garden speech, his July letter to 
the President which comprehen- 
sively develops his views, and his 
radio address following his resig- 
nation. The rest—for the nonce— 
is silence.

It will be pointed out to Wallace 
that he already has accomplished 
much of his purpose in the tur- 
bulent developments of the last 
few weeks—he has successfully 
awakened a “stop, look and listen” 
attitude on foreign policy; he has 
stimulated wide discussion on a 
subject that heretofore was large- 
ly delineated by a few top indi- 
viduals in the White House and 
the State Department. 

Eden for “New Approach.” 

In London last night wartime 
Foreign Minister Anthony Eden 
urged a “new approach” to Russia 
by Great Britain and the United 
States because, he said, the present 
relationship contains “an immi- 
nent threat of war,” and Prime 
Minister Stalin of Russia declared 
today he could see no “real dan- 
ger” of new war. 

There is evidence, too, that 
although Secretary of State Byrnes 
won a notable victory in the oust- 
ing of Wallace in that he could 
now show a “united front” in the 
Administration, the whole sorry 
episode has made the White House 
re-examine its foreign policy atti- 
tude. The “get-tough-with Russia” 
phraseology may soon be dropped 
in favor of “be firm and fair to 
all,” which is precisely what Wal- | 
Jace says he had in mind. 

Man Without a Job. 

Meanwhile Wallace is once more 

'@ man without a job. Yesterday 
afternoon he returned to his of- 
fice in the Commerce Department 
to say goodby to 300 top depart- 
ment employes. He was given a 

_ jetter signed by these employes 
which expressed deep regret at his 
leaving and said: 

“Your leadership during the im- 
mediate postwar  reconversion 
period has been an inspiration to 
each of us, individually, and to the 
department as a whole.” 

They presented him also with 
two pieces of airplane luggage. 
They formed a line in his office, 
and Wallace stood there in a 
disheveled gray suit, smiling sheep- 
ishly, and thanked them individu- 
ally in a hoarse voice as they 
shook hands with him. What they 
were saying to the tousle-haired, 
fighting individualist was notable. 
For almost t6 a man, the word 
was: “Congratulations.”

and other organizations. 

Attended by 200. 


At last night’s meeting, attend- 
ed by about 200, Joseph W. B. 
Clark, vice president of the local 
chapter of the association, said 
the organizatio.. had signed state- 
ments from witnesses that Howard 
was not blocking the alley, that 
the knife he had was only a four- 
inch penknife, that he was several 
feet from Niggeman’s automobile 
at the time the shot was fired and 
that he had not threatened Nigge- 
man. 

At the inquest, Niggeman, who 
was off duty at the time of the 
shooting, testified he had shot in 
self-defense when Howard ad- 
vanced, pulled open his automo- 
bile door and threatened him with 
a knife after a dispute over How- 
ard blocking the alley. Clark as- 
serted that Negro witnesses at the 
inquest were “intimidated” and 
subjected to rigorous cross-exam- 
ination, while Niggeman was 
asked not a single question after 
he gave his version of the shoot- 
ing. 

Tells of Seeing Shooting. 

Willie Colbert, 3039 Lawton 
boulevard, told of seeing the shoot- 
ing from a second-story window 
overlooking the alley. He said 
Howard did not threaten Nigge- 
man and that he could see no 
knife. 

Other speakers at the meeting 
were Douglas MacLeod, executive 
secretary of the St. Louis Ameri- 
can Veterans Committee; William 
Sentner, international vice presi- 
dent of the CIO United Electrical, 
Radio and Machine Workers; W.

disperse fog as an aid in airplane 
Jandings have been disclosed at 
‘the Government’s recently estab- 
| lished landing aids experiment sta- 
tion here. 

The system is an improvement 

‘on the wartime practice of burn- 
‘ing large quantities of high grade 
‘gasoline alongside runways to 
telear the fog. The improvement 
‘permits the use of diesel oil, low 
‘octane gasoline or even kerosene

‘larger and hotter flame. 
When the new idea first was 
tried in Britain to land bombers 
returning from the continent the 
cost of the fuel alone for landing 
a single plane ran as high ‘as 
$5000, With the new system, the 
cost may be brought down to less 
than $200 and possibly to as low 
as $25 in some cases.

SECRET U.S. TESTS 
OF GUIDED MISSILES 
REPORTED GOING ON 


RENO, Nev., Sept. 24 (AP)— 
The United States, “already think- 
ing in terms of outer spaces as a 
battleground of the future,”- has 
set up a secret island laboratory 
off the Virginia Capes for re- 
search on offensive and defensive 
guided missiles, ‘says Executive 
Secretary John F. Victory of the 
National Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics.

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A Loan to Russia? 

A billion-dollar loan to Russia, which John 
Hightower of the Associated Press lists as one 
of the key problems of foreign policy to be dealt 
with after the Paris conference adjourns, comes 
about as close as any single subject to the crux 
of the issue of war and peace. 

Russia needs the money. It isn’t all the coun- 
try needs to build back from the ruins of war and 
begin to make progress again, but it would be a 
big help. A year ago Moscow gave every evi- 
dence of keen interest in a loan. Premier Stalin 


_ buttonholed virtually all visiting Congressmen 


to speak about a credit of seven or eiglit billion 
dollars. There was never any good possibility 
that a sum that large would be lent, but there 
was the very best prospect of a substantial loan. 
The $3,750,000,000 loan that has meanwhile been 
made to Britain was, in fact, predicated to a 
large extent on a Russian loan to follow. 

Moscow’s maneuvers since applying for a loan 
have been a life-size working model of maladroit- 
ness. From an almost sure thing, the Soviet 
Union has by hard work and continuous plan- 
ning got its application round to a position of 
nearly complete hopelessness. Yet it is to. the 
advantage of Russia to obtain the loan and under 
the right circumstances it could be to the ad- 
vantage of the United States to grant it. 

Washington informed Moscow that as a pre- 
condition of the loan, the Soviet Government 
would be expected to join in an international ef- 
fort to promote the freedom of trade, and would 
have to make a final settlement of lend-lease. 
These were the terms on which a credit was ad- 
vanced to Britain. The agreement by London to 
open up the sterling bloc to world trade, more- 
over, can do what it should to promote trade 
peace only if Russia opens up the ruble bloc it 
has constructed during and since the war. 

The Soviet Government refused so much as 
to discuss freedom of trade. Washington’s latest 
note on this point, dispatched many weeks ago, 
has not even been answered. 

With trade monopolies over Lithuania, Latvia 
and Estonia by incorporation into the Soviet 
Union, over Romania and Hungary by partner- 
ship arrangements, and over Finland, Poland, 
Bulgaria and Czechoslovakia by trade agreements, 
Russia has extended its monopoly sphere to 
Sweden by means of a barter-based loan from 
that country, and is putting the screws on Aus- 
tria to bring it into the closed Soviet trade sphere. 

As for*-lend-lease, Moscow declines to let this 
Government know how much is still being used, 
its location or its condition; and Washington can- 
not find out whether or not lend-lease equipment 
is being shipped to Argentina in a trade deal. 

Russia has refused to come into the Interna- 
tional Bank and Fund, which are the mechanisms 
evolved by 44 nations for furthering freedom of 
trade. It has not accepted an invitation to the 
prospective International Trade Conference. 

The relatively small business of a billion-dollar 
loan may largely determine the future pattern of 
the business of the world. Unless Russia joins 
the rest of the nations in fostering freedom of 
trade, it can only expect to find spheres of com- 
merce closed to its buying and selling in retali- 
ation. Unless it obtains credits peacefully, it will 
obtain its needs by grinding down continuingly, 
and perhaps increasingly, the countries that have 
come under its domination, at the price of hatred 
and desire for revenge on their part. 

If the views expressed by Henry Wallace in his 
New York speech were adopted by the United 
States Government, what Russia did in the Bal- 
kans would be none of our business, and it would 
be consistent for us to grant a loan which would 
be used in the furtherance of a trade war against 
us. Mr. Wallace’s successor as Secretary of Com- 
merce, Averell Harriman, like Secretary of State 
Byrnes, holds no such views. To him it matters 
much what Russia does in the Balkans. 

In its decisions respecting the internationaliza- 
tion of trade, Russia is determining what its po- 
sition shall be in the commerce of the future— 
whether it shall be with other nations, or against 
them. So far its decisions have been uncompro- 
misingly against—a position which the heads of 
the U.S.S.R. can scarcely expect the United States 
Government to help finance them in.

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Grounded by Secrecy 
Britain has abandoned a secret memorandum 
of the Bermuda air conference, which Amer- 
ica never should have agreed to in the first 
place. In this memorandum, monopoly, gov-

all were glossed by hidden diplomacy. If any- 
thing, the icing was worse than the cake. 

Some of the American delegates to the Ber- 
muda aviation meeting never knew about the 
secret understanding. They had their first 
glimmer of it when Britain negotiated an avia- 
tion agreement with Argentina. This pact vio- 
lated most of what ‘was public in the Bermuda 
agreement. So Americans began to accuse Brit- 
ain of “reneging,” without the faintest idea that 
the United States had initialed such a policy 
and thus had become a party to it. 

Britain agreed to let Argentina carry half the 
air traffic between the two countries. Further- 
more, she agreed that planes flying through the 
Argentine to, say, Chile, could take on only 10 
per cent of the load which they landed in 
Argentina. This agreement not only banned 
competition, it banned efficiency. It left air 
commerce on a virtual barter basis. 

Beyond that, the secret deal at Bermuda got 
in the way of American attempts to write honest 
air pacts with other nations. Mexican officials 
insisted that they should get the same terms as 
Argentina, and the American delegation finally 
had to leave Mexico City after six weeks of 
thorough discouragement. 

In the end, Washington was compelled to ask 
Britain to abandon her reservations to the Ber- 
muda pact. Britain did so, and now she is ex-

pected to revise restrictive treaties elsewhere. 


This is a boon to American air trade, and it will

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No Fraud, Just a Gift 


Those amazing profits which the House Mer- 
chant Marine Committee has uncovered do not 
represent fraud. No, indeed. As far as anyone 
has shown, wartime earnings of the shipping in- 
terests were all strictly legal—just a legal gift of 
public funds. That's what is wrong about them. 

Never before, a General Accounting Office at- 
torney told the committee, have “so few men 
made so much money with so little risk.” This 
official, Ralph E. Casey, detailed how one com- 
pany made profits of $2,080,000 on a capital of 
only $600. His figures showed some extreme 


eases, and may be misleading, in view that some 


shipbuilders such as Henry J. Kaiser made their 
vast profits by turning out more ships than any- 
one thought possible. 

Yet Mr. Casey navigated a lot of water be- 
tween what was accomplished and what the pub- 
lic paid for it. He charged that builders fre- 
quently changed contracts in the midst of an 
operation. He stated that the Maritime Commis- 
sion relied on contractors’ figures to decide about 
profits. He said even these amazing profit lists 
didn’t show earnings of subcontractors, who some- 
times got rich by their influence as stockholders 
in the company with the prime contract. 

But this isn’t fraud. It’s straight Government 
policy. It’s also utter bookkeeping confusion, as 
puzzled accounting officers reported on their first 
going-over of Maritime Commission and War 
Shipping Administration books. Moreover, this 
has been policy for a long time—ever since the 
gravy boat of World War I, and in the 15 years 
thereafter, when Washington spent $240,000,000 
to build up a privately-operated merchant fleet 
adequate to defense and foreign trade, and didn’t 
get either. A Senate investigation in 1935 said 
a lot of the money was pumped out in high divi- 
dends and salaries to top shipping officials. 

This is the kind of Government navigation that 
must not bear repetition. We now have a mer- 
chant fleet probably four times as large as we 
need. We also have a policy of supporting pri- 
vate ownership by operating and building subsi- 
dies and tax exemptions. It’s up to Congress to 
protect the public from further raids by shipping 
interests, and the present inquiry should help. 

First, the nation wants to retrieve as much as 
possible of the excessive profits. Then it wants 
a policy that will prevent further deep dipping 
into the public hold. ’s all right for Govern- 
ment to oil the waters”for smooth sailing, but 
who wants our merchant marine to ride six fa- 
thoms deep in oil? 
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Next at Nuernberg 

The one most serious weakness in the trials 
at Nuernberg was that no German industrialists 
were in the dock. There were political and mili- 
tary figures, the financial expert, the Jew-baiter, 
the Pole killer, the Hitler youth leader and oth- 
ers, but no maker of munitions or other war ma- 
terials. Justice Jackson, the United States prose- 
cutor, put up a strong fight for indictments of 
this sort, but lost out before the trials began. 

However, a fight he did win was for “subse- 


) quent proceedings” and, all through the trial, a

Now Jus- 
tice Jackson is back in Nuernberg for the express 
purpose of speeding plans for “prosecuting Nazi 
industrialists who aided Hitler’s war effort.”

Nazi leaders, 
the General Staff and the industrialists were all 
partners in the same crime.

But no matter how many are admitted to the 
United States, need for adequate care for “‘these, 
the homeless,” on the continent of Europe will 
remain. When UNRRA goes out of existence 
next year, a successor on a smaller scale will be 


' required to see that the alleviation of distress 


and the transport of these peoples to their home- 
lands proceed satisfactorily. 

The UN meeting at Lake Success has no more 
urgent matter before it than the creation of an 
effective agency to provide for the hundreds of 
thousands of still unplaced persons. We do not 
pretend to know what sum is needed for this 
work. Delegates Winant of the United States 
and Noel-Baker of Britain say $258,000,000 is re- 
quired for the first year. Delegates from the 
smaller nations think this.is too much. Differ- 
ences over money should be reconciled. 

Peace, as Director LaGuardia says, is costly, 
but “nothing like the cost of war.” Not to act 
on a concerted basis to relieve distress among 
the DPs of Europe is to make these unfortunates 
easy prey for future fascistic movements. 
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Welcome, Backsliders! 
Bruce Minton, formerly editor of the official 
Communist weekly in the United States, and his 
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wife, Ruth McKenney, author of the play, “My. 


Sister Eileen,” have been expelled from the Com- 
munist party for “attacking the basic line of the 
party” and for trying to “undermine the confi- 
dence of the membership in the party leadership 
and our national committee.” 

Here truly is a party of untrammeled indi- 
vidualism, of unfettered thinking, of free and 
open discussion, of far-ranging search after truth, 
of utter confidence in its ability to triumph by 
virtue of principle. Why only 60,000 Americans, 
out of a nation of 140,000,000, have seen fit to 
become members can be explained only on the 
assumption that the party's ethics are above the 
nation’s grasp. 

And that, we fear, will be the casé for a very 
long time to come, Welcome, Mr. and Mrs. Min- 
ton, back into the dense ranks of deluded souls 
who insist on the right to think and speak as 
they damn please!

More than a year after the crushing of 
the Nazi power, there are still some 850,000 
people in concentration camps in Germany, 
Austria and Italy, not including those in 
the Russian zone. These camps do not fly 
swastikas and they do not practice torture, 
but they are concentration camps neverthe- 
less. The crime of the inmates is lack of 
@ passport or of another place to go. 


The most shocking fact about the plight 
of these displaced persons (“DPs”) is not 
that they are interned, It is the fact that 
the United States Government and people 
have the means to open the door for many 
of them but have not done so. 


Record of Help Is “Pitiful” 


Before 1917 there were virtually no re- 
strictions on immigration from Europe, and 
an American could feel that his country 
really stood for freedom and hope through- 
out the Western world, To quote an in- 
scription on the Statue of Liberty, which 
nobody has yet got around to erasing, 


Give me your tired, your poor, 

Your huddled masses yearning to 
breathe free, 

The wretched refuse of your teeming 
shore, 

Send these, the homeless, tempest- 
tossed, to me! 

I lift my lamp beside the golden door. 


America has certainly changed since the 
1880s when those lines were written, How 
much it has changed may be suggested 
by a resume of what our Government (as 
distinct from UNRRA and private indi- 


viduals) has done officially to help the — 


DPs. It’s pitiful. 

Last December, President Truman ex- 
pressed sympathy with the DPs and said 
he would do something to “set an exam- 
ple -to the other countries.” He issued a 
directive to hasten consuls to the United 
States zone of Germany where they could 
take applications for immigration visas. 


The United States quota for people born 
in Germany, the Balkans and Eastern.Eu- 
rope (where most DPs come from) is about 
39,000 a year. Not 39,000 but only 3000 
European immigrants have immigrated to 
the United States since the President’s di- 
rective was issued, The rest have been 
held up by various kinds of red tape. 


Discrimination by Race 


Our law says that no coutftry can use 
more than 10 per cenf of its annual quota 
in any one month; neither the monthly nor 
the annual quotas are cumulative. Thus. 
some 30,000 visas which might legally have 
been issued since last December will never 
be issued under the present law: 30,000 
chances at freedom gone forever! 


The President made clear that he would 
not ask to make these quotas 


‘cumulative, All told, his speed-up direc- 


tive has resulted. in little or no more help 
for DPs than might have been properly ex- 
pected of the State Department without 
any directive. | 

The United States immigration laws are 
among the most discriminatory in the world. 
We are one of the few major nations that 
regulates tion by race. 

Our law of 1924 divided the quota among 
67 countries in proportion to their presence 
here in 1890, an intentional discrimination 
in’ favor of the so-called Nordic peoples, 


most of whom have not wanted to immi- 


grate, and against the Italian and Balkan © 


peoples, who do. Our law has been amend- 
ed several times (the base year is now 
1920) but the discrimination remains. 


It is now proposed—there were two bills 
in the last session—that Congress amend 
the law to admit roughly 100,000 European 
DPs. This would be done by taking the un- 
used portion of one year’s world quota and 
giving the DPs all of it regardless of na- 
tionality. Anybody who has ever seen a 
DP camp will agree that this is little 
enough for the United States to do, 


Even some labor leaders, a group which 
has been congenitally anti-immigration, 
have begun to use their imaginations. Both 
AFL and CIO officials have testified in 
favor of letting in some DPs on humanita- 
rian grounds, although the AFL is still 
wedded to restrictive quotas. 


Less imaginative is the temper of Con- 
gress and the people. Public-opinion polls 


have repeatedly shown huge majorities op- - 


posed to letting down the bars at all. 


New Fear of Melting Pot 


It is hard to believd that the American 
people are really so selfish. In part, their 
fear of immigrants may be based on a mis- 
conception: that any relaxing of the laws 
will bring back the stinking slums of New 
York’s East Side, where the pot melted so 
slowly for so many years. 


Maybe Americans just don’t like the 
tired, the poor and the huddled masses that 
the Statue of Liberty beckons, This is an 
unreal fear. Our immigrants nowadays us- 
ually move under the s of well-heeled 
feligious and charitable committees and 
according to smooth resettlement tech- 


| niques, 


It is about time for the United States to 
review its whole attitude, not just toward 
DPs, but toward immigration policy in gen- 
eral. If we are to remain the leading nation 
of One World, we also have a deep moral 
obligation not to be too exclusive. No other 
nation represents so many blood strains or 
has amalgamated so many viewpoints; 
that is an asset in our foreign relations 
which, if we really believe in it, gives us 
a special claim to leadership and a special 
duty to “set an example.” 


How then can we be so complacent about 
our immigration policy? Above all, in God's 
name can we go on doing nothing about 
those DPs?

An Amorous Russian 


PUSHKIN: POET AND LOVER, by Lydia Lambert. Trans- 
lated from French by Willard R. Trask, (Doubleday 
& Co., Garden City, N. Y.) 

Alexander Sergivich Pushkin (1799-1837), 
descendant of the boyars, was the first na- 
tional poet of Russia, “the unique adoration 
of a vast nation.” Sensualist and poetic 
genius, liberal and romantic in the Byronic 
tradition, he lived now ascetically, now in 
aristocratic dissipation (at 21, he visited 
the baths of the Caucasus to re-establish 
his health), 

This great-grandson of an Abyssinian gen- 
eral, wrote an “Ode to Liberty” that caused 
a short-lived exile. He won other official 
disfavor—like Shelley—by a letter defend- 
ing atheism. Involved in the conspiracy of 
the Dekabrists, he covered up so well that 
Czar Nicholas himself assured him of par- 
don (on the same evening, the story goes, 
Nicholas told Count Bludov, “I have just 
been conversing with the most intelligent 
man in Russia’). 

* * * 

Pushkin married “the most beautiful 
woman in Russia,” according to Pushkin 
himself “his 113th love.” Characteristically, 
he died of wounds received in a romantic 


duel involving his wife’s honor. His great- 
est works were “Boris Godunov” and “Eu- 
gene Onegin,” made into operas by Mus- 


sorgsky and Tschaikowsky, respectively. 
But he wrote brilliant lyrics and epigrams 
as well, Romantic? Yes. Genius? Suffici- 
ently one to be called “Russia's greatest 
poet. ! 

It is his ebullient story that Lydia Lam- 
bert has put into her compact (276 pages) 
novelized life of the poet. “Her talent,” 
her publisher says, “is a combination of 
Russian profundity and French brilliance.” 
The reader can best assay that judgment 
by examining the book, which strikes this 
reviewer as neither brilliant nor profound, 
but as generally a cut above the tone of 
an early passage, in which the adolescent 
Pushkin—but hark to Miss Lambert: 

“His heart beat almost to bursting. ... 
In his veins ran the hot blood of his Afri- 
can ancestors; he was a young god, an ar- 
dent, impetuous faun, like the ones in the 
forbidden engravings,” 

Readers who want the facts of Pushkin’s 
life more formally and less fervidly pre- 
sented will find Prince D; 8. Mirsky’s 
“Pushkin” (1926) still a dependable source.

The first reactions from the 
capitels, even the first news re- 
ports, do not take sufficiently in- 
to account the central and con- 
trolling principle of Mr. Churchill’s 
address.

Mr. Churchill 
offers the Germans a great posi- 
tion in Europe on condition that 
the Reich shall not be _ recon- 
structed as a unitary state under 
the central and sovereign power 
of a government in Berlin. It is 
not a Germany reunited as it was 
from Bismarck to Hitler that is to 
be welcomed back into “the Euro- 
pean family,” it is a Germany so 
much- federalized that the states 
may take their “individual place” 
among the United States of Eu- 


rope. 


Byrnes’s Error, 


Mr. Molotov, on the other hand,

A Chance for Growth. 


The supreme practical advantage 
of the ‘federal principle, applied 
to Germany and then to Europe, 
is that a federal system can begin 
with a few states. It does not 
require unanimous consent at the 
beginning, though its ultimate 
goal ig unity within diversity. 
This was once understood by the 
Americans in Germany, though 
in fact its overriding importance 
has been lost sight of recently. 

Mr. Churchill is one of the few 
men who really do shape the 
course of history. His was the 
decisive influence, as Europeans 
who read the Fulton speech real- 
ized better than most of us here, 
in determining the American pol- 
icy to lead the resistance to the 
expansion of the Soviet Union. 
The Zurich address is not perhaps 
a reversal of the Fulton speech 
but it does most profoundly re- 
flect the recent evolution of Euro- 
pean and British opinion on the 
conflict which has developed be- 
tween the Soviet Union and the 
United States. 


Forward From Fulton. 


Mr. Churchill is, and always 
has been, a great European, and 
he is voicing, and proposing to 
guide to constructive ends, the 
deep concern of civilized men 
across the Atlantic at the prospect 
that Europe might become the 
battlefield between America and 
Russia, the two non-European 
giants. M. de Gaulle voiced the 
same concern in his speech last 
summer, And when they cry, “Let 
Europe arise,” they are saying 
that the eivilized nations of Eu- 
rope must cease to be the stakes 
of non-European diplomacy, and 
must assert themselves as prin- 
cipals in the settlement. 

Churchill and De Gaulle, unlike 
most of the men who have taken 
their places, have that quality of 
greatness which is to say not what 
everyone is saying at the mo- 
ment but what events and the re- 
sponses of civil men will cause 
men to think and believe when 
they have lived and thought a 
little longer. 

That is why they must be lis- 
tened to above the babel of voices, 
and despite such obsolete contro- 
versies as that which now rages 
about Mr. Byrnes and Mr. Wallace. 
For that controversy is about 
the chapter of events which fol- 
lowed the Fulton speech and Mr. 
Churchill’s vacation as a mission- 
ary in the United States. The

World Battle of Philosophies

Slovenian origin who returned a 


few years ago to study at the University of Ljubljana, capital 
of Slovenia. While there, she married a young Slovenian en- 


gineer. They moved to Trieste where he worked for a large con- 
struction company. Being diligent and talented, he prospered. 


During the war Milena and Mer 
husband worked for his country. 
That is, they gupported Tito’s Par- 
tisans with time, money and 
energy. They helped expel the 
Italians “from Trieste in 1943. 
When Tito’s men entered this 
largely Italian seaport the end of 
April, 1945, none were happier 
than these two. One month later 
the husband disappeared, _kid- 
napped by Tito’s secret police. 
Since then he has neither been 
seen or heard from. 


Inescapable Conflict. 


“And there have been about 
9000 cases like hers here in Tries- 
te,” says an American Major on 
the scene. “Even today Tito’s 
thugs come into our area and kid- 
nap decent citizens. I say it’s a 
blankety outrage.” . 

The crime of Milena’s husband, 
of course, is that he was well- 
heeled and a supporter of the cap- 
italist regime. There'll be no place 
for such as him in the new Bal- 
kan Federation Russia wants. 

Here you have one inescapable 
conflict between the two philoso- 
phies that conflict at Trieste. The 
Anglo-Saxon-Soviet rivalry is not 
the only clash of conflicting 
power blocs, but of two rival 
ethics. Ours being more tolerant 
can evisage a modus vivendi with 
the Soviet Union. The Soviet Un- 
jon’s being intolerant, and totali- 
tarian by definition, cannot en- 
visage any permanent modus vi- 
vendi with us. For, in Soviet eyes, 
the capitalist political system is 
something already outworn and 
ready for the ash can. 

The conclusion is that for ¢he 
Western world to work sincerely 
with the Soviets—as Roosevelt 
hoped—either the Western world 
must submit to the fatal process 
of Soviet expansion or the Soviets 
must compromise or change their 
principles. Short of this the best 
we can hope for is a truce. 


Recent Restatements. .

There- 
fore, our problem is to under- 
stand that to the Russians our 
political philosophy is just yes- 
terday’s baloney. When Lenin 
reached Moscow in 1917, he im- 
mediately broke off co-operation 
with all the bourgeois and urged 
dictatorship of the _ proletariat. 
Since to Marx, Lenin and Stalin, 
politics and ethics are the by- 
products of economics, the Soviet 
regime recognizes, and can recog- 
nize only, two freedoms—freedom 
from want and freedom to pro- 
mote Comunism. 


Condition for Freedom. 


Only when full Communism 
comes to exist — in the words 
of Lenin — will it be “possible to 
speak of freedom.” Once the rev- 
olution § starts according to 
Northrop—democracy as we know 
it is done. For during the revo- 
lution, democracy can not be tol- 
erated; afterwards, according to 
Lenin himself, it will hardly be 
possible before democracy, with 
the state, begins “to wither 
away.” “Meanwhile,” still quoting 
Lenin, “democracy is of great im- 
portance for the working class in 
its struggle for freedom against 
the capitalists, but it is only one

numerous honors, including the 
Drama Circle Critics Award, in 
its two years in New York. 

“The Glass Menagerie” is a 
tender and simple little piece 
about little people and the small 
and suffocated lives they lead. On 
the face of it, it isn’t preposses- 
sing. The one set, of a dark flat 
in an alley across from a dance 
hall, is certainly among the din- 
giest seen hereabouts. Its theme 
of a frustrated son and a pain- 
fully shy,-crippled daughter im- 
prisoned in a mean existence by 
the interminable whinings of a 
mother who fancies she was once 
a Mississippi belle, is drab. There 
is no written attempt at comedy 
relief or high-pitched action, The 
four characters move like 
shadows on a half-lit stage. The 
climax consists of the few 
moments of happiness the daugh- 
ter has when her first “gentle- 
man caller’, an extroverted young 
Irishman, penetrates her shyness 
with kindness, and her letdown 
when she finds he is not for her. 
This could easily be insufferably 
dull, or insufferably arty, or. both. 
But Williams has handled his 
tenuous dramatic materials with 
delicacy and human understand- 
ing. Producer Eddie Dowling has 
given it sympathetic direction, 
with effective lighting emphasiz- 
ing the mood and nice little 
touches like the playing of the 
spotlight on the grinning photo- 
graph of the ne’er do-well father 
at appropriate times. The result 
is a heart-warming and beautiful 
play. 

The cast is good. Pauline Lord 
stars as a mother, a role made 
famous in the New York produc- 
tion by Laurette Taylor. Miss 
Lord underplays it consistently, 
giving it a plaintive, nagging 
helplessness. The performance 
falls into the minor key of the 
entire action.

Recalling unusual experiences in 
his career, he told of finding in 
the estate of a customer who died, 
a check for $1,000,000, signed by 
Andrew Carnegie. “The testator 
had carried this check in his bill- 
fold for 15 years,” he related. 
“The check was perfectly good 
when sigried and we do not know 
to this day what the story is 
behind the check and why it was 
kept as a souvenir and never 
cashed. When it came into our 
possession Carnegie was dead, his 
estate had been closed some years 
before and the check was worth- 
less,”

COMPARATIVE orderliness,

Menus for 
Tomorrow

AN has improved a lot of 
Moiane foods in the way of 

flavor, color, size and texture 
but he has not been able to do 
much about stepping ‘up their 
power to combine with each other. 
Perhaps there is little that can 
be done about this. Take that 
potent little bulb called garlic. A 
suspicion of it here and there in 
vegetable, meat, fish and poultry 
dishes does wonders for adding 
a very distinctive and a highly 
desirable flavor. But when one 
ventures beyond that optimum 
small amount, one treads on cook- 
ing grounds were one is unwel- 
come. Most of us folks are per- 
fectly content to have garlic as is 
and used cautiously. Nobady feels 
the need of bigger bulbs with 
more or less flavor. Eggplant 
Parme is so peppy that it needs 
to be served with other vegetables 
that are mild. Plain boiled rice 
or potatoes are excellent. The 
salad should not contain toma- 
toes to follow the rules for mak- 
ing satisfactory menus. Choose 
a low flat baking dish for baking 
it. This gives oven heat a chance 
to merge all the flavors and eva- 
porate the sauce down to its most 
appealing consistency quickly. 

Eggplant Parme, 

One medium eggplant, one- 
fourth cup olive oil, one small 
Onion (walnut size), one small 
clove garlic, three-fourths tea- 
spoon salt, pepper, flour, four 
ounces Parmesan cheese, two 
cups canned tomatoes, one-fourth 
teaspoon paprika. 

Wash eggplant and cut in half- 
inch slices. Peel slices. Heat oil 
in skillet, add chopped onion and 
garlic clove peeled and chopped 
very fine. Saute slowly uncovered 
for three or four minutes. Sprin- 
kle salt and pepper on eggplant 
slices and dip in flour. Place the 
slices in the: hot olive oil and 
brown delicately on both sides, 
Lay eggplant in the casserole. 
Sprinkle cheese over top. Put the 
tomatoes through a food mill, stir 
paprika into tomato puree and 
pour this over the top. Bake in 
a moderately hot oven (350 de- 
grees F.) for about 30 minutes or 
until sauce is cooked down to a 
thick gravy - like consistency. 
Serves four or five.

BREAKFAST—Half grapefruit, 
cooked cereal, raisin toast.

Mincemeat Squares. 

Sift flour, measure two cups and 
sift together with two teaspoons 
baking powder, and one-fourth 
teaspoon salt three times. Cut in 
one-half cup shortening with pas- 
try blender or knives until con- 
sistency of coarse corn meal. Add 
one-half cup sugar, one-half cup 
honey, one cup oatmeal, and one- 
half cup milk and mix well. 
Spread one-half of dough on 
cookie sheet, 9x12%x% inch. 
Spread one pound mincemeat 
evenly over batter and spread re- 
maining dough over mincemeat. 
Bake at 375 degrees F. for 30 
minutes. Cut in squares and re- 
move to cake rack to cool. Makes 
about 48 cookies.

HYDE PARK, Monday—I have 
such an accumulation of things 
about which people have asked 
me to write that I am going to 
tell you about several of them to- 
day, even though they have no 
relation to each other, | 

I find in my mail an appeal for 
maternity clothes. Most of the 
relief agencies are asking for 
them, since there is a great lack 
of warm clothing of this type in 
all the devastated countries. Some 
of the shops in New York City 
which specialize in maternity 
clothes have constituted them- 
selves as collection agencies where 
these clothes, if you have any, 
can be deposited. From there 
they will be distributed to the 
various relief agencies. 

The Girl Scouts and the Camp 
Fire girls are the’ two main 
organizations working with girls 
in this country on leisure-time 
activities. Word is sent to me 
that a membership march is be- 
ing conducted by the Camp Fire 
Girls. This organization takes in 
girls from 7 to 18 years old. And 
in many places where there are 
no Girl Scout groups, there are 
Camp Fire Girls. 

The work which these two 
organizations do is very similar, 
and both are very helpful in any 
community. I have always hoped 
that the two would merge, since 
I feel it would make for less over- 
head and more efficient planning, 
but this still seems to be in the 
future. 

It certainly is necessary that 
leisure-time activities be planned 
for young girls in every commu- 
nity. There are. very excellent 
people working on the program of 
the Camp Fire Girls and their 
work should be encouraged, be- 
cause character building cannot 
be confined only to school hours. 
And what can be done in the 
home can be vastly aided if 
there is planned recreation and 
constructive occupation for leisure 
hours. 

From Oct. 6 to 12, we will ob- 
serve a week to be known as “Na- 
tional Employ the Physically Han- 
dicapped Week.” Public law 176, 


passed by the Seventy-ninth Con- 
gress, established the observance 
of this week. Last year, the 
United States Employment Serv- 
ice, because of the ceremonies and 
the public interest aroused, suc- 
ceeded in placing 13,439 handi- 
capped people. And it was esti- 
mated that private agencies 
placed at least as many more. 

There is now established the in- 
ter-agency committee on employ- 
ment of the handicapped, com- 
posed of representatives of fed- 
eral agencies, as well as the co- 
operating committee on employ- 
ment of the physically handi- 
capped, composed of leaders of 
industry and labor,’ veterans, 
women and representatives of va- 
rious farm, religious, educational, 
civic, fraternal, scientific and pro- 
fessional groups. 

More than 3000 cities have 
planned ceremonies to emphasize 
the need for employing as many 
handicapped people as possible. 
This public interest is vitally im- 
portant to our wounded veterans, 
but the number of other handi- 
capped people in many commu- 
nities far outnumbers the _ vet- 
erans. We have 28,000,000 handi- 
capped citizens, I am told, so it 
is hoped that the observance of 
this week will increase employ- 
ment opportunities for them.

Gout Is Not 


Forgotten 
Complaint

OUT has been called “the for- 
(rotten disease” because, though 

it was fully described more 
than 260 years ago by an English 
physician, it is frequently not 
recognized when it appears today. 
And it does occur though, per- 
haps, less often than in former 


years. 

Gout was formerly thought to 
be an affliction of those who lived 
too well and the painful, gouty 
foot was always associated with 
the British squire, who ate three 
good meat meals a day and washed 
them down with vintage port. 

Today, we realize that the exact 
cause of gout is still unknown. Its 
symptoms, however, are well-de- 
fined. It most often begins sudden- 
ly and usually, but not always, 
starts with a moderate pain in the 
joint of the big toe. 

Very soon, the joint becomes 
swollen and so tender that even 
the pressure of a sheet is intoler- 


able.

DR. JOSEPH P. McCRACKEN 
and his co-workers of Boston have 
studied 100 patients with gout. Of 
this group, 91 were men and 9 
were women. About half were of 
native American parentage; 15 
were Jewish, and 12 Italian. The 
age of the patients at the begin- 
ning of the first attack varied 
from 19 to 73 years. Apparently 
the disease does not run in fam- 
ilies, 

The diets of the patients were 
studied to determine if the food 
eaten might have been a factor in 
producing the disorder. However, 
in the majority of instances the 


‘patients did not overeat nor did 


they take any particular food in 
excess. The same was true con- 
cerning the use of alcoholic bev- 
erages. About half of the patients 
were overweight. 

There would appear to be a 
number of things which seem to 
bring on the symptoms of gout, 
such as excessive walking, in- 
juries to the foot and respira- 
tory infections. ’ 

While gout usually attacks the 
big toe joint it*may also affect 
other toes, the ankle, foot, knee, 
wrist, hands, fingers, elbows, and 
toes. In gout, small collections of 
sodium urate may be deposited 
under the skin, particularly in 
the ear. These are known as 


tophi and feel like little hard - 


lumps, They also may be found 

in other parts of the body such 

as the fingers, feet and legs, 
x? 


IN THE FIRST ATTACK of 
gout, there is a rise in the 
amount of a waste material 
known as uric acid in the blood, 
However, as time passes, the uric 
acid content of the blood usually 
returns to normal. 

The one drug which seems to 
bring prompt relief from gout is 
a preparation known as colchi- 
cum. When it is given, the pain 
usually disappears in from 12 to 
24 hours, Another drug known 
as cinchophen is also useful in 
this condition. 

Persons with gout are also ad- 
vised as a rule to reduce in the 
diet those foods which may lead 
to the formation of uric acid. I 
have outlined some suggestions 
for such a diet, and I shall be 
glad to send this information to 
all those desiring it, to aid them 
in following their physician's ad- 
vice, A_ self-addressed envelope 
should be enclosed. 

Of course, gout should always 
be treated under the directions of 
the physician who will prescribe 
the proper preparations,

The People of Paris Are Tired 


Still Beautiful, Relief Worker Finds — 


The following letter was writ- 
ten by Miss Eleanor Clark, of 
Philadelphia, to friends in the 
United States recounting her ex- 
periences and impressions as a 
relief worker representing the 
Unitarian Service Committee. 


Otherwise City Little Changed, 


PARIS, July 11, 1946. 
DEAREST LOUISE AND 
CHARLIE: 


HERE follows a letter, copies 

of which I am sending to vari- 

ous friends but I want you to 
have a very special paragraph ‘of 
thanks for the many wonderful 
gifts with which you showered 
me at the boat. It was so sweet 
of you I’m stil eating some of 
the oranges, as a.matter of fact. 
We had plenty on the boat so I 
saved them for here and I’m very 
glad I did for it is impossible to 
get them except at exorbitant 
prices. 

The books also, I enjoyed tre- 
mendously. I made a vow to read, 
read, read on the boat for I'd 
taken some French books, too, 
and not to lift an eye or think of 
a pick-up. But it didn’t last for 
long, my. self-imprisonment and I 
met some absolutely delightful 
scientists (!) — wonderful guys 
with divine senses of humor. They 
are going to a conference—inter- 
national — at Cambridge and they 
and a reporter on his way to India 
were my constant ship board com- 
panions, There were lots of celeb- 
rities on board but I didn’t have 
too much success with them. Ilya 
Ehrenburg and Constantin Simeo- 
nov (author of Days and Nights) 
sat at my table but didn’t mix 
much. The latter speaks only 
Russian, 

I have been here a week today, 
and in many ways I feel as if I 
had’ been here forever. It is so 
wonderful to be back and super- 
ficially Paris isn’t much changed

and more beautiful than ever. The 


trees and the flowers have prof- 
ited from three years with little 
carbon monoxide. Apparently, the 
Germans had very few automo- 
biles here; every one rode the 
metro or bicycles. And, they tell 
me, when the Germans left Paris 
they were really a beaten, ludi- 
crous group mounting the Champs 
Elysees in any vehicle they could 
lay their hands on, often one of 
those wonderful old horses and 
carriage affairs which one still 
sees around, 

The people of Paris are wonder- 
ful and life is fast becoming nor- 
mal once more. One sees many 
bicycles on the streets still, but 
there are also an adequate num- 
ber of taxis and the metro and 
buses are still running, so it is 
easy to get around and, so far, 
I haven’t missed my car. 

The store windows are full, some 
of them temptingly so but at ex- 
orbitant prices, and the materials 
of clothes are very poor. A blouse 
which in the States might be worth 
$3.95 is priced at 2900 francs, about 
$28.00. On the other hand taxis 
are fairly cheap and a ride on the 
metro costs less than 2 cents. I 
have been very lucky in finding a 
furnished apartment (really lucky 
for everyone told me it would be 
impossible to find any such thing) 
and for it I pay the large sum of 
$24.00 a month. _The maid who 
will come in and clean each day 
for me I pay 500 francs, or $4.00. 
So, you see, life is not nearly as 
expensive as people had said it 
would be. Food is expensive be- 
cause all the restaurants are black 
market. The waiter never gives 
you a menu but tells you what is 
available that day. Thus, you 
never know how much your meal 
is going to cost you. With a bot- 
tle of wine a thoroughly adequate 
meal—soup or hors d'oeuvres, fish, 
meat course, vegetables, salad, 
cheese and fruit will cost approxi- 
mately 3 or 4 dollars a person— 
New York prices which are not 
exorbitant now and then but which 
are if every meal costs that much, 
At the markets one can now buy 
eggs (7 cents a piece) bread (ra- 
tioned) butter, vegetables etc., but 
no milk, no tea, coffee and Ameri- 
can cigarettes cost $1.50 a package. 
Of course, I brought a goodly sup- 
ply with me, but when I got my 
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NORMAL THAN SHE ANTICIPATED, 


things at the customs the other 
day, I was horrified to find the 
duty amounts to 75c a package! 

So, you see, life Is much more 
normal than I had anticipated. 
The people look well enough; it 
is their eyes which give them 
away. Their eyes look tired and 
sad, and the people themselves 
become easily fatigued. There is 


‘no running up and down the metro 


stairs the way there is in New 
York. The people’s clothes are 
shabby and their feet no longer 
go trip trip down the Champs 
Elysees clad in tiny, high heeled 
shoes, Everyone wears low heels, 
or clumsy shoes on high platforms, 
Very few people wear stockings; 
they are impossible to buy. Few 
people wear hats, either, but the 
ones one does see are such brave 
hats—hats which have been made 
and remade but which this sum- 
mer boast a cocky feather or a 
bright piece of tulle twisted around 
the brim. One still sees, also, 
those Von Gogh “Arlesienne” 
types, in black from top to toe and 
with strong peasant faces. In 
short, Paris is more informal, more 
down to the earth—and very nice.

HERE are countless excellent 

exhibits of paintings—Picas- 

so’s new pictures, Art of the 
Resistance, French Art of the 15th 
through the 20th century, and 
some good concerts, too. So the old 
Paris is fast coming to life. 

My work is very interesting and 
the people with whom I work are 
marvelous. They are of all nation- 
alities, Czech, Austrian, German, 
Spanish, Turkish, French and 
American and they all, without ex- 
ception have had fantastic, cour- 
ageous experiences during the 
war. They were all members of 
the Maqui or the Resistance and 
most of them were in concentra- 
tion camps. I was talking with 
one of the office boys yesterday 
who told me he had been in 15 
concentration camps, ending with 
Dachau. Another boy there has a 
brand, a great long number, on his 
arm, a reminder of Buchenwald 
where both his parents were 
gassed, They all have such re- 
markable stories that I could 
write about them ad infinitum; 
two I will tell you, two which 
show very different character- 
istics among the Germans. One 
is the story of a Mme. Leclerc, a 
friend of Mme. Baudry with whom 
I lived 20 years ago. Mme. LeClerc 
was a delicate, hypochondriac of 
a woman. She and her husband 
were sent to concentration camps. 
They killed him but, though she 
was forced to dig potatoes bare 
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handed in the frozen ground of 
Poland, she survived. She said 
the life in the camp was horrible, 
as we all know, but it was the 
things one saw all around one 
which were even worse. For in- 
stance, one afternoon in the win- 
ter a guard, who had been fairly 
nice to the women, lit a fire and 
let them stand around it to warm 
themselves. They were all talk- 
ing pleasantly when suddenly one 
of the women said something the 
guard didn’t like. Without a word 
he beat her to death in front of 
the others. ... The other story is 
quite the contrary. It is the story 
of a German Jew who is in charge 
of child welfare in our organiza- 
tion. He was arrested away back 
before the war began for being 
illegally in Danzig. He was the 
leader in all that: region of anti- 
Nazi forces and the Nazis knew it 
and wanted to get from him the 
names of his colleagues. So they 
subjected him to the torture of 
standing night and day, a bright 
light focussed on him, being ques- 
tioned continuously without let up, 
with an occasional beating-up to 
induce conversation. There was 
one guard who was especially 
brutal and whom Dr. Papanek 
hated especially. Finally, after 
days and nights of this awful 
treatment, Papanek was left alone, 
forced to remain standing, the 
lights still focussed on his eyes. 
He was at the end of his rope. 
The door opened; in came afore- 
mentioned guard, He leaned 
toward Papanek, surreptitiously 
handed him a roll of money and 
whispered, “Go quickly out the 
door, down the corridor, and out 
to the courtyard. Your friends are 
waiting for you.” Papanek natur- 
ally expected a firing squad and 
not his friends to be awaiting him 
in the courtyard but he decided 
he’d rather die than go through 
any more of this torture. So he 
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went out; his friends were there 
and he’s alive, well and doing @ 
swell job today. The brtital guard 
was a member of the under 
ground. Did you ever read the 
Scarlet Pimpernel] stories of the 
French Revolution? The stories I 
hear every day here have them 
beat a mile. I hope I don’t bore 
you by repeating them.

West opened the five of hearts; 
East went up with the king and 
returned the jack. Right here the 
fate of the contract hung. 

Many players in declarer’s posi- 
tion would duck to the second 
heart lead, hoping against hope 
that West’s two-heart overcall had 
been based on a seven-card ‘suit. 
This would mean that East had 
started with K-J blank and, that 
West could not overtake the jack 
without establishing South’s queen. 
With no other guide, this would not 
be a bad play on South’s part. 
But the point is that South did 
have a highly valuable guide, 
namely, the Rule of Eleven,- 

West’s opening lead (which 
there was no reason to suspect 
was false) had advertised that 
there were six cards outstanding 
in the North, East and South 
hands higher than the five-spot. 
(This figure is, of course, derived 
by deducting the spot of the epen- 
ing lead from the set figure, 
eleven.) Declarer could see one 
card in dummy and two in his 
own hand higher than the-five. 
This left three for East: hence 
East could not have had the K-J 
blank. That being the case, there 
was only one hope—that the heart 
suit might be blocked. To duck 
the jack would be futile; to cover 
would succeed if East’s remaining 
heart was the ten-spot.
